erly a member of the Indiana legisla- 
ture from Mocgan county and delegate- 
elect from the Fifth Indiana district to 
the Republican national convention in 
Philadelphia, and W. K. BelUi ot In- 
dianapolis. 

Taylor's announcement, after saying 
that he will remain in Indiana until 
hia health is recuperated is as follows, 
% and was telegraphed to hie political 
friends in Louisville: "I will not seek 
nor decline the Republican nomination 
for governor in Kentucky. The man- 
^ date of the liberty-loving - people of 
Kentucky should be obeyed."

Philadelphia, May 29.— Judge Mc- 
Pherson, in the United States district 
court, sentenced two offenders against 
the government lawa regarding the 
sale of oleomargarine, and hai yet to 
Iry a large number of eases of alleged 
infraction of the same laws. These 
latter are now being tried and it will 
probably take over a week before the 
last on the list has been dispoaed oA 
The defendants are all grocers, and 
various speclflc charges are made 
against them.

. Favorably Reported. 
Washington, 'May 29.— After an ez- 
eltlng contest lasting many months the 
advocates of the Qrout bill, placing an 
almost prohibitive tax on oleomargar- 
ine and like imitation butters succeed- 
ed in having that measure favorably 
reported from the house committee on 
agriculture. The vote was 10 to 7 in 
fiTor of the bill. The opposition to the 
measure bad taken form in a sujtoti- 
tute providing additional safeguards 
against the fraudulent sale of oleoma -- 
garine, but not going to the extent of 
the Orout bill. The vote on the sub- 
■tltute was Urst taken, and It was de- 
feated, 8 to 9. An effort was then 
made to amend the Grout bill by in- 
cluding Within its restrictions old ran- 
eld butter, known as renovated butter. 

Made an Attack. 
IHetorla, May M.-^On the day prior 
to that on which the steamship Brack- 

onahire left Japan news was received 
there from Wel-Hai Wei that serious 
disturbances had occurred on May 6, 
on the British station. Oulf of Pe Chi 
U. Captain Wataon and M «mb were 
escorting the boundary commission. 
Which had been engage^ in delineat- 
ing borders of the leased territory at 
Wel-Hal Wei, when they were attacked 
by a hostile mob. Thirty of the at- 
tacking party were killed. The losses 
in the Chinese battalion under Captain 
Watson were two ofBcers wounded, 
Major Price and Caytaln Periar. ' The 
Chinese who attacked the British 
troops had long been holdlBff aMtlafs 
to complain of taxes.

St. Ix)ulfi, May 29.— There was very 
Uttle change in the street railway 

Xe. Efforts are being made to ar« 
te the ditennces between the rail- 
way ofllclals and their employes, and 
these may show some progress toward 
a settlement before t^e day is over. 
Shortly after 10 a. m., a car on the 
Eixtb street line was stq^ped by ob- 
structions a« Broadway and Miller 
street, where a crowd had assembled. 
The nonunion men on the cars were 
Jeered, but no stones were thrown or 
other violence shown. The Jeering an- 
gered the 'motorman and ■ conductor, 
who drew their revolvers and 0red at 
least 25 shots into the crowd. 

William Breneman, who was stand- 
ing on a oomer one block away talking 
to a policeman, was shot In the knee 
and will probably lose his leg in con- 
sequence. Dolly Mitchell, a little girl, 
was bit In the wpist by one of the bul- 
lets while standing In her yeard near 
the scene of the shooting. The motor- 
man and conductor were arrested. 

Judge Taitey of the circuit court, be- 
fore whom the petition for a writ of 
mandamus was presented to compel 
the Bt Louis Transit company to oper- 
ate its cars at regular Intervals, as pro- 
vided in the city ordinance, announcecl 
that he would hear arguments Thurs- 
day. 

Shots were flred from a moving car 

Into a crowd on South Broadway, 
wounding Herman Teslhke. George La- 
casten and Albert Wackwitz. Teslhkc 
will probably die. The last affray, It 
is charged, was due to attacks on thft 
cars with bricks and other missiles. 

In response to the request of State 
Labor Commissioner Rixey that the 
strikers appoint two persons to act as 
arbitrators a meeting was ^eld by the 
streetcar men who are out, and two 
men were asked to act in that capacity. 
The men named were E. P., Woodward, 
president of the Woodward it "riernan 
Printing company, and Daniel H. 
Faires, a union conductor oh the Su- 
burban line. So far the Transit com- 
pany has declined to accede to the re- 
quest to appoint two arbitrators to rep- 
resent it, and after 24 hours are vp 
Commissioner Rixey will make the se- 
lection of himself and complete the 
board according to law. He will con- 
stitute the fifth member and will act 
aa president of the board. 

Japanese lUtfeeted. 

Tacoma. May 29. — A special board of 
Inquiry, composed of Collector W. A. 
Falrweather, chairman; Deputy Col- 
lector W. DeLacey and Robert Watch- 
om, special supenrising immigration 
inspector, who is in Tacoma from 
Washington, for the express purpose 
of inquiring into the sudden immigra- 
tion of Japanese to this coast, passed 
od tl Japanese, who had been rejected 
by Immigration Inspector Walker in 
steamship Glenogle. Out of this num- 
ber the board rejected fifty of them 
outright This la by far the largest 
number ever rejeolsd out ot a single 
shipment to the sound. Nineteen of the 
remaining 21 came dangerously near 
bi iiig rejected also. They were al- 
lowed to land only upon the Japanese 
consul giving his guarantee that they 
would obtain emjlloyment within the 
next 60 days. 

Will Be Repaired. 

New York, May 2f>.— The .\morif rin 
line steamer New York, which lost lior 
port propeller and part of her shaft on 
her voyage to ^ this port froni South- 
ampton, will be sent to Newport News 
for reiJiirs. .\ new shaft and other 
machinery has been cabled for from 
the other side, and will come over on 
the first vessel. The New York will 
probably sail on her next trip across 
on July 11. The passenger-; booked to 
sail on this vessel have been trans- 
ferred to the Kensington, which sails 
immediately. 

Decision of Porto Riean Case. 
■ Washington, May S9.— The supreme 
court has refused to grant the motion 
of Tomas Vasquei, a Porto Rican, for 
leave to file a petition for writ of cer- 
tariorl in a case involving the con- 
struction of the election laws of that 
island by the provisional court Among 
the cases which the court left undecid- 
ed upon Its final adjournment was that 
of the quo warranto proceeding of Juan 
Vidal and others, who are officers of 
the town of Quanamo, Porto Blco. The 
effect is to leave them In oflet.

BRIBP KBVIBW OP IMPORTANT WORK 



Ministers Wlio Haven't Been Ordained 
Omated Authority to Perform 
Marriage Ceremony — in- 
' eldeaisof CloslugScssloD 



Chicago, May 29.— The twenty-third 
delegated quadrennial conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal church came 
to an end after a session of four weeks. 

The conferedce Is considered to have 
been one of the most noteworthy since 
the days when Methodism was divided 
over the slavery quc^^tiuu, and has re- 
sulted in many radical changes in the 
laws and polity of the church. As a 
result the church will enter upon the 
twentieth century a different body 
from what it was before the conference 
met . * 

Principal among the important ac- 
tions of the conference are the aboli- 
tion of the time limit on pastorates, 
the ratiflcatiou of the ccjual represen- 
tation amendment, as proposed by the 
Rock River conference, together with 
the seating of the provisional lay dele- 
gates; the adoption of the constitution 
subject to the approval of various an- 
nual conferences, including substitu- 
tion of words "lay members" for the 
term "laymen," thus permitting the 
seating of women in the general con- 
ference, and the election of tWO addi- 
tional missionary bishops. 

There was a huge amount of routine 
business, which was practically settled 
in committee. 

The first day of the conference, May 
2, saw laymen and preachers given 
equal representation. Under the belief 
that this would be done, provisional 
delegates were on hand, and were, fol- 
lowing this action, admitted as regular 
lay delegates, making the 19U0 confer- 
ence the largest of Its kind In the his- 
tory of the church. 

Of great interest to Methodists was 
the abolition, total and unconditional, 
of the 5-year limit on pastorates. The 
conference did not modify paragraph 
248 of the Book of Discipline, which, 
among other things, forbida attend- 
ance upon theaters, dreusea and danc- 
ing. 

The report of the committee on edu- 
cation at the Methodist general con- 
ference was taken up for final action. 
An amendment that certificates from 
students from other than Methodist 
colleges presenting themselves for ex- 
amination for the ministry caused con- 
siderable discussion. The report, a.'* 
amended, was finally adopted. 

The conference also approved the 
authorization ot unordained ministera 
to perform the marriage ceremony. 
Reports of minor Importance were re- 
ceived from other committees and 
adopted. 

The delegates then Indulged in a lit- 
tle amusement by auctioning off the 

table scarred by the bishops' gavel dur- 
ing the four weeks' sesi-ion. The table 
was made by the Boys' Manual Train- 
ing school at Venice. It was disposed 
of for 1600. 

Debate on proposed changes in the 
ratio of representation to K'n"ral con- 
ferences consumed much time. Argu- 
ments were made in favor of the ma- 
jority report, recommending a change 
in the ratio of one delegate to every 
CO preaclters, in.stcad of one delegate 
to every 45 preachers, aa now prevails. 
It was contended that the present body 
was unwieldy. This statement was 
vigorously combatted by several speak- 
ers, and the c nference by an over- 
whelming vote decided to make no 
change. 

At noon all business was laid on the 
Ubie, and the usual complimentary 

resolutions attendant upOB dosing ses- 
sions were adopted. 

The venerable Bishop Bowman, now 
superannuated, made a brief addrees of 

parting to the delegates. The minutes 

of the last meeting were read and the 
roll was called. A brief prayer by 
Bishop Warren followed, and the gen- 
ecal conference passed into history.

American Mnrtncn Will Land. 

Tien Tsin, May 29.— One hundred 
American marines from the American 

cruiser Newark are expected here at 
once. An armed rescue party of 
Frenchmen and Germans started to try 
to relieve the besieged Belgians. The 
viceroy, under the pressure of the 
French consul, has permitted the res- 
cuers to travel by railroad to Feng 
Tal, where Chinese protection ends. 
The Belgians are besieged at Chan 
TsIn Teln, near Teng Tal. 

Special Rule Adopted. 

Washington, May 29.— When the 
house met Mr. Orosvenor (O.), from 
committee on rule's, presented a spe- 
cial rule orderirig the previous resolu- 
tion upon the pension bills, 190 In 
number, favorably acted upon In com- 
mittee of the whole last Friday, the 
order not to interfere with tlie cnnfer- 
ence reports. Mr. Orosvenor explained 
that the rule was made necessary by 
the obstructive tactics of the repre- 
sentative from South Carolina (Mr.

Chicago. May 29.— Whatever may be 
the views entertained by Individual 
members of the Grand Army posts of 
Chicago on the question of making one 
of the features of the encampment the 
return to the southern states of the 
Confederate battleflagn, the local com- 
mittee will be guided entirely by the 
action taken by congress. That there 
Is a great sentiment In favor of the 
restitution of the flags was evidenced 
when it was announced that several 
prominent members of the Grand 
Army have a plan in hand to secure 
the authorisation of congress for the 
return of the banners, which are at 
present in the custody of the war de- 
partment 

Omotherlug a Mine Fire. 

Calumet, Mich., May 29.— There \s 
every reason to believe that the fire in 
the Calumet and Hecla mine is under 
control, and that it can not last much 
longer. All shafts except five on the 
Hecla branch have been sealed with 
Clay at the mouth to prevent air cir- 
culating and fanning the fire. Very 
little gas was escaping, and the mine 
people believe the fire is dying out. 
The shafts will not be opened until It 
i.-i known the Are haa been eztin- 
guished. 

Passports For Riirope. 

Washington, May 29.-The state de- 
partment has issued over 3,000 pass- 
ports to European travelers for the 28 
days in May. It is said that the climax 
has been reached and from this point 
on the Issues will diminish. As It is. 
the figures show a gain of over 60 per 
cent above the normal passports Issued 
for May. The figures for April were 
8,064, in that case a gain of more than 
100 per cent over the iiorni.il bu.'^iiiess. 
Most of these travelers are going to 
Paris.

Newcastle, Natal, May 29.— The Brit- 
ish guns at Ingogo have been heavily 
bombarding the Boer positions since 
daylight The Boer guns have replied 

intermittently. 

London, May 29.— The tenor ot Lord 
Roberts' dispatch and the news from 

Pretoria leads the authorities tO ezpect 

further important news from the Brit> 
ish commancler-tn-chief, dated, they 
hope, from Johannesburg. 
The remarkable rapidity ot Lord 

Roberts' movements and the unwonted 
mobility of the whole British army 
under him have upset the cal-ul itidii.s 
of the home observers as much us they 
appear to have disconcerted and de- 
moralized Lord Roberts' Federal oppo- 
nents. 

I'o.ssiidy even now he is at the gates 
of Johannesburg, and it is believed 10 
days hence, or less, he ought to be de- 
manding admittance to the Transvaal 

capital itself. 

If the Federals ev%r really Intend to 
"stagger humanity" by blowing up the 
"Gold Reef" city and mines, which Is 
doubtful. Lord Roberts may yet be too 
quick for them and arrive before they 
have time to do any wrecking. The 
majority of the burghers will undoubt- 
edly be glad of an excuse for saving 
the mines, and they may And the ex- 
cuse in Lord Roberts' skill in hustling 
them out of one position after another. 

The ettectlveness ot the British in- 
vasion ot the Transvaal Is further em- 
phasized by the news from Pretoria ot 
the occupation of Zeerest and the ad- 
vance on Llchtenberg. Apparently the 
British drag-net will be drawn through 
the Transvaal as it was hauled through 
the Free State. 

The fighting at the Klip river Sun- 
day, reported from Pretoria, was pre- 
sumably done by Generals French and 
Hamilton in forcing their way round 
to the northward of Johannesburg. 

The Orange Free State was annexed 
to the British empire .May I'S, accord- 
ing to Cape Town advices, but Lord 
Roberts seems to have given his army 
the first Intimation of this on the pre- 
vious day. 

Days of Prayer. 

Pretoria, ]Mny 29.— The British occu- 
pied Zeeru.'^t, and a large force is 
marching on to Lichtcnbi rg. An offi- 
cial bulletin states that the British 
crossed the Vaal river Saturday. Gen- 
eral Lemmer had a severe flght at Klip 
river. Five of the burghers were 
wounded anil two wore captured. The 
British were 5,000 strong. By an order 
recently issued the president decreed 
that May 27 and the two following days 
be ob.served by the whole country as 
days of prayer, humiliation and the 
confession of sins, and that petitions 
should be offered for relief from op- 
pression. Fighting took place at Van- 
wytrust, 15 miles eouth of Johannes- 
burg, with a large force of liritish, 
which broke through from Klip river. 

Boers Suddenly Left. 
Klip River, Tran.-vaal. May 29.— The 
Boers, after preparing a good position, 
fled early. The train bearing their last 
detachment was nearly captured by 
Pilklngton's West Australians. Pris- 
oners taken st:it<' tliere was no inten- 
tion of blowing up the mines, declaring 
that the threat was made simply with 
the Intention ot frightening away the 
burghers. The British advance force 
is within 16 miles ot Johannesburg.. 

Orange River State. 
Cape Town, May 29.— Lord Roberts 
announced to his troops the annexa- 
tion of the Free State, which hereafter 
will be ealled the Orange River State. 

Bowling Tournament. 
Dayton, 0.. May 29.— The time limit 
for entering teams fn the international 
bowling tournament, to be held under 
the auspices of United Bowling cluba 
at New York, July 16 to 22 next will 
expire at soon June 1. Nearly every 
large city In the Union has entered one 
or more teanc So far seven contest- 
ants have applied for admission in the 
intercity championship— New York, 
Brooklyn, Toronto, Canada; Cleveland, 
Chicago, Columbus and Cincinnati— 
and several more dtlea are e xpected.

To talk about bipar 
tisan boards to canvass the returns of an 
election and hear contests is mere rot. 
Tbey never existed and never will 
Under the old law, when the County 
Judge, 8heiifi[ and County Clerk were the 
Canvasshig Board of the coaaty, they 
were partisans, all being of one party, 
unless, perchance, a divided county 
ticket happeaed to be aleetad. Under 
fie old law, when the Governor, Auditor, 
etc., were the canvassing and contesting 
boards for the State, except for Governor 
and Lieutenant Governor, they were par- 
tisans, all being either Democrats or Re- 
publicans.
